the chatter / JOIN THE CONVERSATION 

With Tom Skilling, the 
weather isn’t frightful 


There’s a noticeable 
void in our city’s 
leadership these days. 
It’s reached the point 
where I’m tired of 
reaching for a pout- 
ing quarterback or 
the porcelain point 
guard as our figure- 
head. We need to rec- 
ognize that the leader 
who calls the shots, 
affects our everyday 
lives and can give us 
hope at a moment’s 
notice does so every night on the ol’ Channel 
9. There’s no one in Chicago today with more 
clout than Tom Skilling. 

The winter’s first 
decent snowfall has 
hit, and Chicago’s 
annual revelation 
has begun: “Wait, 
it snows in the 
Midwest?!” During 
the next week, as 
snow plows remind 
us of where we stand 
in the neighborhood 
pecking order, every 
local weather team 
will be working the 
green screen to prove 
they’re the trusted 
source for what really 
brings us together: 
griping about the 
weather. 

Working for 
another network- 
slinging the weather 
in Skilling’s shadow— must be draining. 
Skilling is the man, and he does his job with 
double-dipped substance over style, along 
with a dose of relative accuracy Most other 
channels in Chicago push some of the most 
toned lady triceps to sashay a cold front 
through the Great Plains. WGN lets Skilling 
talk to us like we’re all in a second year of a 
meteorology curriculum with a calming tone 
commonly reserved for some loose-cannon 
kid’s grocery store meltdown. 

The same way our baseball teams have to 
bow to decades of history over hope every 
spring, the local weather teams yield the 
ratings and fanfare to Skilling. You don’t see 


ABC’s Jerry Taft having the stones to try and 
sell his own Snuggie, do you? NBC’s Brant 
Miller, ABC’s Tracy Butler or whomever my 
parents watch on CBS clearly know they’re 
in the presence of greatness. Why else would 
they all be so inclined to end 90 percent of 
their forecasts with nervous chuckles and 
empty banter with the anchors? 

There are delightful moments where Skill- 
ing tests us to make sure we’re really listen- 
ing. I’m pretty sure he was on the verge of 
saying “meow” during his forecast the other 
night, but he opted for a timely Seth Rogen/ 
James Franco reference and warned us about 
“The Pineapple Express.” Sadly, he was a few 
years behind on that quip. 

The way we reserve the term “local 
celebrity” for our news anchors is some- 
thing I cherish. Tom 
Skilling is not a local 
celebrity He’s part 
oracle, part mythi- 
cal being, delivering 
some of the bleakest 
of weather news with 
more charm and 
finesse than Doug 
Ross could while 
pulling a double shift 
at County General on 
“ER.” The White Sox 
even showboat him 
out for a “Weather 
Day” as a pregame 
special. 

I can only imag- 
ine what it’d be like 
to meet Skilling in 
person. The skeptic 
in me thinks it’d be as 
traumatizing as meet- 
ing a mall Santa without his trademark fluffy 
white beard. But hopefully he’d resemble a 
bald, slightly more jovial Ned Flanders. It’s 
only a matter of time before he starts his 
forecast with a “Hi-diddly-ho, Micah and 
Mark!” 

I want to thank Tom Skilling and his Ital- 
ian beef-filled belly for turning to the side 
every night to hide the fact that Kankakee 
exists on a map of Illinois, and giving the 
forecast to me straight— and with style. 
Strumming my morning commute with 
his radar. Echoing my frustrations with his 
words. Skilling me softly.

Hunt continues for 2 in 
Paris attack; 1 surrenders 


One man sought in a deadly Paris shooting 
Wednesday has turned himself in, and police 
hunted Thursday for two armed men with pos- 
sible links to al-Qaida in the killing of 12 peo- 
ple at satirical newspaper Charlie Hebdo that 
caricatured the Prophet Muhammad. 

Two officials identified the suspects as 
French brothers Said and Cherif Kouachi, 32 
and 34, respectively and 18 -year-old Hamyd 
Mourad. The French website Le Point said 
the brothers had been pegged from an identity 
card left in their abandoned getaway car. The 
website said Mourad had served as the getaway 
driver, though later news reports cast doubt on 
whether he’d played a role in the shootings. 

Cherif Kouachi was convicted in 2008 of 
terrorism charges for helping funnel fighters 
to Iraq’s anti-U.S. insurgency and was sen- 
tenced to 18 months in prison. 

According to Le Point, authorities had 
tracked the assailants to Reims, a city about 
80 miles northeast of Paris. Authorities re- 
portedly conducted a search there, the result 
of which was unclear. 

The Agence France-Presse news agency 
reported early Thursday that the driver had 
voluntarily turned himself into police in the 
city of Charleville-Mezieres, about 50 miles 
northeast of Reims. A French judicial official, 
speaking on condition of anonymity, also said 
the man surrendered voluntarily 

There was no word on the whereabouts of 
the Kouachi brothers. 

The masked, black-clad men with assault 


rifles stormed the offices near Paris’ Bastille 
monument in the Wednesday noontime at- 
tack on the publication, which had long 
drawn condemnation and threats— it was 
firebombed in 2011 — for its depictions of Is- 
lam, although it also satirized other religions 
and political figures. 

Shouting ‘Allahu akbar!” as they fired, the 
men used fluent, unaccented French as they 
called out the names of specific employees. 

Artist Corinne Rey told the French news- 
paper EHumanite that she punched in the 
security code to the Charlie Hebdo offices af- 
ter she and her young daughter were “brutally 
threatened” by the gunmen. 

Eight journalists, two police officers, a 
maintenance worker and a visitor were killed, 
prosecutor Francois Molins said. He said 11 
people were wounded— four of them seriously 

After fleeing, the attackers collided with an- 
other vehicle, then carjacked a car before dis- 
appearing in broad daylight, Molins said. 

President Francois Hollande, visiting the 
scene of France’s deadliest such attack in 
more than half a century called the assault “an 
act of exceptional barbarism.” 

France raised its terror alert system to the 
maximum and bolstered security with more 
than 800 extra soldiers to guard media of- 
fices, places of worship, transport and other 
sensitive areas. Fears had been running high 
in France and elsewhere in Europe that jihadis 
returning from conflicts in Syria and Iraq 
would stage attacks at home.

“You should be able 
to tolerate the speed 
and the incline without 
holding onto the hand 
rails or the dashboard,” 
Beckmann said. “People 
who are holding on are 
either leaning forward or 
leaning to the side, and 
that increases the risk of 
muscle strain and is bad 
for the back. It is a better 
work out when you are 
not holding onto some- 
thing because then you 
are working out your 
core, your back and your 
abs to continually stabi- 
lize yourself,” Beckmann 
added. 


CALORIE DISPLAY 

The calorie display-perhaps the most confound- 
ing exhibit on the dashboard-is based on time, 
speed and body weight, and is more of an esti- 
mate rather than a 100-percent accurate reading, 
according to Beckmann and Policky. “Don’t get 
fixated on the numbers,” Policky said. “If your goal 
is to lose weight, use one of the predetermined 
programs [that] will challenge you in ways you 
normally wouldn’t, particularly when it comes to 
interval training,” Policky said. 

“Work out two to three times a week for a month 
on treadmill or elliptical and you’ll see improve- 
ment,” Beckmann said. “Typically people look at 
how their clothes are fitting, but it’s the changes 
inside the body-increased heart rate and im- 
proved blood pressure-where you’ll find the more 
measurable results-at least in the beginning.” 


QUICK START 


“The Quick Start is a manual option that I suggest for 
someone who is intimidated by cardio equipment,” 
said Carsten Beckmann, a personal trainer and founder 
of FitPro West, Inc. In Quick Start mode, the equip- 
ment starts at a slow, standard speed until you’re ready 
to adjust the settings for a preferred pace of walking, 
jogging or running. “Instead of continuously pushing 
the up arrow button to increase speed or incline, save time and stay focused by 
punching in the desired the number you want and hitting enter,” Beckmann said.

Increasing incline (and resistance for 
ellipticals) ups your cardiovascular ef- 
ficiency and muscular endurance. “Most 
people don’t bother to add an incline, but 
when you’re running outside, you are 
using extra force to push forward, and 
you’re not doing that on a treadmill, so 
you’re not using as much energy,” said 
Mitchell Policky, a strength trainer and 
co-owner of RPM Sports Performance. 
“Put the machine on some sort of incline 
to ensure you are replicating the experi- 
ence of walking or running outside.” 




SPEED 

After five minutes of warm-up at a 
reduced speed, increase the speed- 
which will vary depending on your 
fitness goals-and begin the workout. 
Treadmills provide readings of miles 
per hour and minutes per mile, while 
ellipticals often include revolutions per 
minute, or RPMs. “In terms of setting 
your speed, a common rule of thumb to 
keep in mind is if you are having a hard 
time talking then you might be going 
too fast,” Beckmann said. “You should 
always be in control of your breathing.”

Not all that glitters 
is gold. In the case of 
“Black Diamonds,” 
what glitters is coal. 

Originally pub- 
lished in the pre- 
“Downton Abbe/’ 
days of 2007, “Black 
Diamonds: The 
Downfall of an Aris- 
tocratic Dynasty and 
the Fifty Years that 
Changed England” 
capitalizes on the PBS 
drama’s popularity— and rightly so— with a 
new paperback edition out last month. 

Part of the story already will be familiar to 
the “Downton” viewer: early 1900s England, 
an aristocratic family (the Fitzwilliams), prob- 
lems with heirs, lavish displays of wealth, illicit 
love affairs and a class clinging to its way of life 
by the tips of well-manicured fingers. 

But the true story of “Black Diamonds” 
fills in a missing part of the clean, countryside 
picturesque-ness portrayed on the show— 
which so far largely has ignored the industrial 
side of the north of England, where “Down- 
ton” supposedly takes place. Though the book 


definitely has its share of the jaw-dropping 
glitz that shines on TV, it also tells the story 
of how the lower classes’ fight for a chance at 
abetter life eventually broke the aristocrats’ 
monopoly on wealth. 

Coal made fortunes for a few and misery for 
many For thousands of workers, mining was a 
highly dangerous, often deadly job that barely 
kept them and their families from homeless- 
ness and starvation. For the Fitzwilliam family 
it added material wealth— to the tune of 
2.8 million pounds, or 3 billion pounds by 
today’s standards— to an inheritance that al- 
ready included land, titles and Britain’s largest 
private residence, boasting 365 rooms and a 
facade twice the size of Buckingham Palace. 

Though the story always circles back to the 
Fitzwilliams, it takes necessary detours into 
the worlds of the coal miners, British Parlia- 
ment and even the Kennedys— the closest 
thing to American royalty Author Catherine 
Bailey weaves together these seemingly unre- 
lated pieces of the past in a well-ordered, com- 
pelling narrative that’s difficult to put down. 

Whenever the text threatens to turn 
textbook, the story returns to its eye-opening 
and/or eyebrow-raising anecdotes. The best 
example is Bailey’s use of Kathleen “Kick”

Kennedy: Though Kennedy’s life intersects 
with the Fitzwilliams’ only near the end, she is 
featured prominently adding color, personal- 
ity and detail to what otherwise could have 
been a dry chapter on World War II and the 
differences between Americans and Brits. 

The book could have done with less- 
detailed political discussion. But what’s 
striking is how the political issues of 100 years 
ago continue to resonate today The miners’ 
struggle for a “living wage” is a battle that’s 
stretched across the decades. Substitute “coal” 
for “health care,” and the book could be talk- 
ing about 21st century America. 

“Black Diamonds” is a very human history 
that shows how both sides, miners and own- 
ers, were affected by a change that brought 
about the end of an era. It gives true life to an 
age that long has become the stuff of history 
books and historical fiction by combining the 
best of both worlds.

The servants’ handbook, 
published in November, 
never breaks character. It 
begins with an introduction 
penned by butler Carson, 
and continues with entries 
on attitude to appearance 


to cleaning methods. Lots 
and lots of cleaning. 

This faithfulness prevents 
“Rules” from becoming the 
treasure trove of trivia a 
“Downton” fan would eat up 
in a couple of hours. With 
the exception of Carson’s 
intro, the book fails to use 
the colorful characters 
who make downstairs 
life at Downton Abbey as 


interesting as it is upstairs. 

Similar in concept, 
the Harry Potter series’ 
“Fantastic Beasts and 
Where to Find Them” and 
“Quidditch Through the 
Ages” got around this dull- 
ness with a creative use 
of marginalia. That could 
have worked to great effect 
here. Just imagine Thomas’ 
snarky commentary.
